Good salad dressings 


are a great aid when 
preparing a salad.

they are ready It saves 
much time in prepara- 
tion. 


It is a good plan, when 


serving a salad or two 
dally, to keep a pint of 


good boiled dressing as well ns the 
nrae amount of mayonnaise on hand. 
French dressing, using one part of 
vinegar to three of oil, adding salt and 
cayenne to taste, may be kept already 
mixed In a mason jar, and, when need- 
ed, a vigorous shaking will blend the 
ingredients. 


Any of these dressings may be red- 


dened with catsup, chili sauce; made 
green with parsley, chopped pickle or 
pepper; given flavor with the adding 
of a clove of garlic or onion juice. By 
the addition of various seasonings and 
sauces, as well as chopped vegetables, 
they are transformed into many for- 
eign snuces.

finds place In any day's menu. 


Molded Potato 
Salad.— Chop fine 


eight cold boiled potatoes; chop one 
green pepper, a small cooked beet, a 
hard-cooked egg, four small cucumber 
pickles, hnlf of a small onion, one- 
quarter cupful of nut meats, preferably 
pecans. Blend the Ingredients; moist- 
en well with boiled dressing and press 
Into small cups or bowls. Place on ice 
to chill. Turn out on lettuce and mask 
with mounds of dressing. Garnish with 
rosettes of heart leaves of lettuce. 


Roaat Beef and Potato Salad.— Free 


the meat from gristle and bone; mix 
with nn equal quantity of potato, both 
chopped fine ; add a teaspoor.ful of 
chopped' onion and parsley, or three 
stuffed olives, chopped. Moisten well 
with any dressing desired. Half of a 
tenspoonful of mustard or horseradish 
mixed with French dressing provides a 
tasty dressing for this salad.

COMPRESSION IS 


SERIOUS MATTER 


President Greer Gives Some 
Sound Advice on How to 


Master Grave Problem. 


(By ERWIN OREEB, Prwldunt Greer Col- 
left of Automotive Engineer-In*. Chicago ) 
During our apprenticeship in the 


auto school, garage or breaking in on 
our first car, each one of us has been 
commanded to go out and buy a can 
of compression. After a conscientious 
search and being passed from one me- 
chanic to another some one suddenly 
spilled the beans. It was then that 
we discovered that a can of compres- 
sion Is similar to a left-handed mon- j 
key wrench. We laughed about It and 
then took on the next automobile boob. 


And since the coming of the self- 


starter, engine compression might as 
well be In a can for all the average 
motorcar owner knows or cares. But 
the secret of the sweet-running engine 
Is—compression. 
, 


Turn Ovtr the Engine. 
| 


' Try the compression of each cylln- ' 
der by turning the engine over with 
the hand crank. If It Is weak or If it 
varies In different cylinders, have the 
trouble repaired at once. Compression 
may leak past the piston rings; It may 
escape through a leaky valve, or oozo 
past a spark plug. There possibly may 
be a cracked cylinder. In which case 
you are totally "out of luck." 


The piston rings may have turned 


»o that the openings are all In line, or 
you may be using such a light oil 
that the engine does not get a tight 
compression seal. Oil when heated Is 
•very thin. 
In some cases patented 


piston rings will help eliminate the 
leakage. If the cylinder is worn ovnl 
there Is no remedy except that of re- 
placing It. Kerosene will help free 
the rings of carbon, but It is best to 
nse it when you are ready to drain 
off the old crank-case oil. 


Make sure that the spark plugs fit 


tightly and that they are provided 
with good asbestos gaskets. A cracked 
porcelain will allow compression to 
escape. 


Look over the priming cups and see 


that they all fit tightly and stay 
closed. 


Some of the Symptom*. 


During 
compression 
the 
valves 


should he tightly closed. 
A broken 


spring or faulty adjustment will pre- 
vent their closing, and this will result 
In no compression at all, or, In the 
case of incorrect timing, tne trouble 
will be noticeable as a lack of power 
in all cylinders 
Carbon under the 


valves will prevent them from seat- 
Ing tightly. 
The remedy here Is to 


keep the engine free from carbon, the 
ralves clean and be sure that the tim- 
ing of the valves and the tappet ad- 
justment are as set down in your In- 
struction book. 


When an engine that Is clean, prop- 


erly lubricated and has Its valves 
ground regularly shows a serious loss 
of power, the lack of proper compres- 
sion may safely be ascribed to the 
piston rings having worked Into line, 
or thft cylinders having worn to a 
point where the pistons are unduly 
loose. 
With the modern type rings, 


the former is a rare fault nowadays 
so that the cause is narrowed down to 
plain vrear. 


These are the chief causes of loss 


of compression. Watch the compres- 
sion—It will save you money that oth- 
erwise you would give to the repair 
man.

LESSON NO. 3 


LIGHTING THE KITCHEN 


It nay seem a bit odd to start 


with the kitchen instead of with 
the living1 room for our lighting 
lessons, but the kitchen is a room 
of_ importance. A home may be> 
built without a sun room or a living1 
room, but without a kitchen, never! 


And this is the room in our 


home where somebody must work 
a good many hours each day. 
In 


most families that somebody is 
likely to be Mother. Winter morn- 
ings there's breakfast to get by 
electric light. 
There's always 


kitchen work to do after dark in 
the evening and there are gloomy 
days when artificial light is neces- 
sary almost »11 day long in the 
kitchen. 


Factory work rooms are •com- 


pelled by law to be at least reason- 
ably well lighted, but the work 
room of the home, the kitchen, 
often is very badly lighted just be- 
cause Mother never has complained 
about it 


To be well IfehUd, then should 


be « flood of soft, even light in 
the kitchen that gets into every 
nook and corner. When you stand 
at the sink while washing the 
diibes, there should be no deep, 
blade shadows on th« dishes. 
It 


should be impossible to "stand in 
ytur light" so as to throw a dense 
shadow on your work anywhere in 
the room. You should be able to 
open the oven door and actually 


In a very large kitchen, two of 
these may be needed. 


Changing the old style fixture t» 


this modern kitchen light wilt 
make a surprising difference in 
the appearance of the kitchen And 
in the ease with which kitchen 
work may be done. 


In order to be sure that there a 


plenty of light at the sink, and no 
bad shadows, it ii usually well to 
provide in addition to the light at 
the ceiling, a bracket fixture on the 
wall over the Kink, or,' if tb*t is sot 
possible, <another lignt hung from 
the ceiling, which will be over the 
sink.

Places of scenic and historic interest 
ranging in site from an acre to 2 - 
000,000 acres—the approximate size 
of the forest preserve—but it never 
has had a unified plan for the ad- 
ministration of these parks under 
which the anticipated growth of the 
state's population and, more partic- 
ularly, 
the 
growth, ol the larger 


cities, could be provided for. 


"It is now proposed to inaugurate 


a state wide park system that will 
meet adequately 
the 
recreational 


i needs of all parts of the state, and 
! the legislature has 
enacted a law 


providing for a bond issue to acquire 
land for this purpose. 
Before this 


law can become effective it must be 
approved by a majority of the voters 
of the state at the general election 
to be held in November. 


"Under this law, one-third of the 


bond issue will be spent for the en- 
largement of the 
forest 
preserve 


which now includes nearly half of 
the area innrluded within the boun- 
daries of what are known as the Adi- 
rondack and Catskill parks. 
A lit- 


tle more than half of the land in 
these parks is still privately owned 
and it is the policy of the state to 
acquire the greater part of the en- 
tire area included within the park- 
lines in order that this land may be 
kept as the common property of all 
the people of the state. These parks 
contain the largest forested areas in 
the state and their forests protect 
the headwaters of all the principal 
rivers of the state. 
The constitu- 


tion of the state prohibits the cut- 
ting of trees in the forest preserve 
thereby insuring for all time a pro- 
tective cover for the watersheds of 
these rivers. Five million dollars is 
provided for the acquisition of addi- 
tional land in these parks. In 1916 
the people of the state approved a 
bond issue under which important 
additions have 
been 
made to the 


forest preserve in both the Adiron 
dacks and Catskills. and the stat 
now owns all or part of forty of th 
forty-two highest mountain peaks i 
the Adirondacks. 


"In addition to insuring the pro 


teelion ot waforsheds by the preser 
vation of the forests, these addition 
to the forest preserve open to UK 
genoral public great tracts of lam 
for recreational

ing, fishing, camping, mkins and the 
like,—where many thousand of peo

"To develop these great forested 


areas as great game preserves, and) 
hunting and camping grounds where .
